— At the 
rocllon of President Roosevelt, 
structlons ha.ve been Issued hv 
department of justice to United States 
Attorney Devlin at San Francisco to 
dismiss' tha petition for a, writ of 
mandamus and tho bill In equity 
brought by the United States against 
the San Francisco school authorities 
bearing on the question of admission 
of Japanese children to the publlti 
schools. This action of the President 
is In nccordanco with his pz'omise to 
dismiss those suits If tho school board 
rescinded its .actioii barring Japtinese 
children from the while schools. 

Today, also. In eonipllnnco with tho 
provisions of the Immigration Act, 
approved February 20 lost. President 
Roosevielt issued an executive order 
that such citizens of Japan or Korea, 
Japanese or Korean laborers, skilled 
and unskilled, who have received pass- 
ports to go to Mexico, Canada or 
Hawaii, and come therefrom, be re- 
fused permission to enter tho conti- 
nental territory of the United States.

The roguliitlons applying to hotels, 
saloons, restaurants and to groceries 
In possession of a bottle license pas.=!- 
od much as at first Introduced, Vari- 
ous amendments were Introduced, but 
none of them of any great effect. 

In brief, its regards saloons It Is 
provided that the premises shall con- 
sist only of barroom, kitchen, lavatory 
.tnd aloreroonis, iind In cases whero 
a special permit is Issued to that 
effect, of a bllllard-room. Tho clauso 
regarding the prohibition of back door 
passed afier some discussion. .VI- 
though customers are allowed at only 
one dopr,. It Is stlpulatod .that in tho.so 
cases where it Is deemed necessary liy 
tho board, a side or back door may 
bi; used for tho purpose of getting In 
supplio.s. 

As regards hotels. It Is stipulated 
lhat there shall be not less than :!0 
beds In the eslabllshment. 

As to restaurant.--, It Is provided tha t 
lliere shall be no bar or barroom on 
the premises, and that no doors shall 
bo allowed to the private boxes. 

Some discussion was caused by the 
clause in reference to bottle licenses, 
which provides that the licensed 
premises shall be separate from nnv 
other bltslness and subject to the gen- 
eral regulations of this bylaw," it 
was pointed out that the word "separ- 
ate" was decidedly ambiguous. Tho 
matter was left In the hands of tho 
cily .solicitor. 

As to Die iienallles, Aid. I'ell moved 
that .?1(I0 be substituted for S20I), 
which he eonsideieil exorbitant.

A New Amendment 

The mn.vor and Aid. Verrlndor tl-.en 
each look a hand, and tlilngH were 
shaping for an oncomiter of the lirsl 
oi-der, when Mr. Mann cidd-bloodedly 
(ilsowneil all re.sponsibility lor Aid. 
Gleason's luneiuliiienl by ijoinliug out 
that 11 wa.s Impracticable, inasmuch as 
it sllpulated I'oi- yearh- renewal at Ibi> 
licenses, wliile It is illstini'lly stated 
in the act thai llcenso.-i shall ho Issued 
for six iniinth.s onlv. Mr. Alunn put 
the following i>n)i)osed amendment be- 
fore tho aldorincn: 

"Upon information had of the In- 
fraction of any of the regulations by 
any holder of a retail liquor license 
the board of licensing commissioners, 
or any inembor of that board, ma.v, 
or the board shall on a resolution from 
the ciiuncil, causo at le:ist se\en d;i.\-s' 
previous noliei' in wriling lo In- sent 
fo the holder complained of, reqtilring 
him lo attenil tho next regular meeting 
of the board of licensing commission- 
ers, and then' make application for 
the renewal of his license on the en- 
quiry thereof. Such notice shall con- 
tain short iiarticulars of all ob.1octions 
to be urged again.st sucli order of J'o- 
newal. and no other objections shall 
bo entertained. Any order made shall 
be lodged with the city treasurer, who 
sliull record and give effect thereto." 

This aniendnienl was held by the 
aldermen to co\-er the matter pretty 
thoroughly, and Aid. Gleason consent- 
ed to withdraw his previous amend- 
ment. It was then decided to strike 
out clause ;! etitlrely, and to insert Mr. 
Alann's suggestion in its place. This 
has the clffct of entirely cancolling 
the iitlempt mild-:- when the bylaw \yas 
Introduced to make licenses good for 
one jear only. 

Section 4 of tho draft was also 
struck out, and on motion of Aid. 
Gleason the following clause, prepared 
by Mr. Mann, Inserted: "No card- 
playing or dicing for money, lottery 
or sale of not-permitted lottery tickets, 
ruffle, sweepstake or other device for 
tho dctermlnlnB of property in money 
or money's worth, shall be ponnltted 
lu saloons or restaurants. 

"(ianies of cards (not prohibited by 
law), dominoes, chess, chequers, or 
similar amusetnonts, in the playing of 
which monoj- or money's wortli Is not 
staked, or the o.w nership thereof con- 
cerned, are ponnlsslble." 

Curtains 

A grreat surprise was forthcoming 
when clause 5 was reached. In this 
clause Is contained the provision, so 
distasteful to the saloon-keepers, to 
th(^ effect that no curtains or screens 
shall be iierniitted at aii>' lime to a 
yreater hi.'igbi llian live feet above the 
level of the .■^ide\\ alk, the idea being 
to allow at all hours a clear \uew of 
the liar. When this clause was retu'h- 
ed Aid. Gleason mined lhat the wnrd 
"all" as apijlied lo "hours" be struck 
Dill, and thai in ii,-, place llicro be 
snbslltiUed 1 In,- word "prohibited." 
This alters the entire sense of the 
clause, luul has the effect of forcing 
tho saloon-keepers to allow a clear 
view of the premises during closed 
hours only — a measure to which tho 
liquor men are quite willing to con- 
form.

\ As will be Been by our Ottawa 
'despatch, Sir Wilfrid Xiaurlor has 
taken the first step towards giving 
isftect to the resolution adopted by tin; 
provincial conference In regard to the 
Increase In the allowances from the 
federal treasury to the several prov- 
inces. So far as the general provisions 
fa the resolution are '"concerned thoy 
are wholly; acceptable, but the proposal 
that an exceptional grant of $100,000 
a, year for ten years shall bo made to 
British Columbia seems to us to be a 
very extraordinary proposal In view of 
the facts of the case. Mr. MoBrlde, 
representing the province, nbaolutcly 
refused to accept (.any such sum in 
settlement of pur ch\hr.s, ornpliaHiziiig 
his refusal by wilhdrnwlng from thoj 
Conference. Whatever doubt may 
have existed in any one'.'^ mind a.s to j 
how far j\Ir. McBrldo repre'sented the 1 
feelings of his constituents In tlie j 
course which ho adopted, must havoj 
been dispelled by the result of the 
elections, which turned very largely 
upon that issue. "Whenever the 
Premier spoke during the campaign, 
he laid stress upon the injusllco of 
the proposal that $100,000 a year for 
ten years should be iieceptod in full 
for our exceptional claims; the i)apers 
supporting the * government dwelt 
upon the point and did everything In 
their power to emphasize the conten- 
tion that the result of the elections 
.would be construed as an expression 
of opinion as to Mr. McBrlde's fsourse; 
end notwithstanding the fact. that the 
'Verdict o^ the electors was so pro- 
■nounced. Sir Wilfrid Laurler proposes 
;'to Ignore it, and go before the Parlia- 
jinent of, the United Kingdom with a 
'BchemiB' relafingf tO; XM% proyljiCe v^hlch 
•the peopik ^f the province have utterly 
' repudiated. If he had left out of the 
•■resolutions any reference to this pii- 
. taiTce ■ to •'British Columbia, no excep- 
tion /could -bo , taken ,to. the .proposal 
to amend the British North America 
Act as suggested; but whatever else 
'may or may "not be done, the'Domlnion 
■I*arllament ought to be given to un- 
derstand that such p. provision will 
not satisfy this provii^ce. Happily the 
legislature Is In sesslo,n, and action 
can be taken promptly. This will be 
done by resolutions that will be sub- 
mitted on Monday.

Yet wo are told', that Tve dp wrong 
to complain. -We "are ttold that wo 
must stand by our bargain.

Thia matter is so exceedingly serious 
that steps ought to be taken in some 
way to protest against It. AVe,haril- 
Ijj knbw what to advise; but we are 
'confident that if the case is presented 
to Parliament fairly, tho province can 
secure justice. It there Is no other 
way, It may bo necessary to ask tho 
leader of the Opposition in Parliament 
to bring It up. Our own people ought 
to si)cak for us, but seemingly thoj' 
will not. 

Under the terms of the Act of Set- 
tlement the lands \sa<:om^ vested In the 
Dominion as soon as the location Is 
made. There aiipears to bo nothing 
wlilcli the proxincial govornnicnt has 
to do.

THE PEACE RIVER LANDS 

Elsewlierc- this iitorning we give tho 
views of a gentleman upon the sub- 
ject Of the . Peace River lands. Ho 
draws attention to the fact that Brit- 
ish Columbia is gU-inp tij) land worth 
nearly if not (|ulle. .?:'0. 000,000 for the 
subsidy of some $700,000 paid by the 
Dominion to the E. &■ N. Railway 
The Dominion Is entitled to take 
the land. That was the bargain, but 
It was no p.art of the Ijarguln that the 
best land in the whole Peace River 
country should be selected. 

There has not been since Confed- 
eration a grosser a< t n\' hijustiee to 
one of the jiroviiiees. and Ihi'rc has 
not been a case of grosser neglect than 
that exhibited by our. rspresentativos 
in the House of Commons, in permit- 
ting the selection to be made with- 
out the sllglitesl effoi-l on tlu'ir i)url 
to see that the best land was not tak- 
en. One ■ hardly knows' how to char- 
acterize this amazing inaction on the 
part of the British Columbia mem- 
bers. 

A\'e hope that It is nbl too late toj 
remedy the injustice tliat Is about tol 
be done. We hope that some <me liii 
a representative position will feelj 
called upon to take action. Surely ihej 
Liberal press of the province does noti 
Intend to stand silent In the face of 
this groat wrong. 

Let us not bo misunderstood. The 
Dominion government Is entitled to 
3,500,000 acres In the part oC Britl.sh 
Columbia whicli adjoins the Northwest 
Territories, by which term, at tho 
time it was used the whole region cast 
^ of Ihe province and" west of Manitoba 
.was meant. The solectl'on made Is in 
strict compliance with the phraseolo- 
gy of tho Act of Settlement. The 
wrong done consists in the selection 
by tho government of tho best part of 
the territory. 

We venture to say that if any rep- 
resentative of British' Columbia had 
risen In its place , 'In. ijarllament and 
asked that in making 'Ih'o location of 
;\!the area, tho government should choose 
■ B tract tlmL would have some value 
proportionate to tho amount of money 
which tho Dominion paldi'for^ it, not 
a word of objection would havd been 
raised. ' But wliat Is the fact? Out of 
the transaction bywhlcli tho construc- 



THE COASTING TRADE 

The Board of Trade decided yester- 
day to ask that the Canadlar. Coast- 
ing laws shall hi: applied to British 
Cohunbla. Under the existing arrange- 
ment vessels of United States registry 
have equal privileges in British Co- 
lumbia waters with Canadian vessels, 
but Canadian vessels are prevented 
from engaging in coasting trades In 
United States territory. One way In 
which the present arrangement will 
work out Is that freight destined for 
Prince Rupert, and this may Include 
all the material to bo used for a large 
part of tho Grand Trunk Pacllle Rail- 
way, may be shipped from Eastern 
Canadian .points over United States 
roads and be carried to Prince Rupert 
on American vessels. In other words 
most of the business that may be de- 
veloped by the building up of the new 
terminal city and by the construction 
of the new railway may go to Seattle. 
It Is well known that the Grand Trunk 
Pacillc has worldng arrangenienls with 
United States lines, and that the 
chances are that nearly all Its freight 
win be carried by those lines. Indeed 
it has its own line as far west as Chi- 
cago, and it can, if it sees lit, run its 
vessels on the Lakes and carry freight 
as far west as Duluth, whence it can be 
sent west to Seattle. This company 
Is not likely to throw any more bus- 
iness than it can avoid into tho hands 
of the Canadian Pacific. The proposed 
enforcement of the Coasting Laws 
would have no effect upon the routing 
of Grand Trunk Pacillc freight to Se- 
attle, but it would compel the carry- 
ing of it north in Canadian bottoms. 
'I'liero will be much monoy to-be made 
in this carrying trade, and British Co- 
lumbia shipowners ought to have the 
whole of it. 

It Is pi'opor to add that the existing 
arrangement was due largely . to tho 
action of tho Victoria Board of Trade, 
Which hoped that If permls.sion were 
given to United States veijsels to carry 
Canadian freight to Dawson, we would 
get a bettor service and a larger share 
of the outllling business would come 
"our way. To a limited extent these 
anticipations were realized, but Brit- 
ish (,'olumbi.a shipowners are In a bet- 
ter position now than they were then 
to take care of British Columbia trade, 
and the feeling that the Coasting laws 
should be applied in their entirety to 
our waters is very general. Some peo- 
ple liave expressed a fear that thi.s 
action on our part may lead to the 
abrogation of the bonding privilege at 
Skagway; but that I.h an imaginary 
objection, in the first place the boud- 
ing privilege is regulated by treaty 
and is not likely to be disturbed be- 
cause a few Seattle shipowners might 
complain that thoy are not permitted 
to earry l^anadlan goods between Can- 
adian p(jrt.s, and in the next place thei 
I'olume of business done by United 
States steamers In Canadian freight . 
bound for the Yukon is no longer of' 
surli magnitude as to of aii\- im- 
portance. We h.;pe that llh; re(|Uesl 
of the Board of Trade will be acted 
upon.

different. It is a serious question for 
him how he Is going to got from ono 
part of tho country to another, espec- 
ially where the distances arc as great 
as thoy are In Canada., and when to 
this Is added tho consideration that a 
tnins-Atiaiitic voyage is Involved, 'if 
tho workingman lives In tho United 
Kingdom, It becomes very evident that 
something moro than tho law of sup- 
ply and demand must be resorted to in 
order that unskilled workmen may get 
to localities where there la employ- 
ment for them. Skilled workmen can 
look after themselves, but the oppor- 
tunities for them to earn monoy do- 
|)end absolutely upon tho amount ot 
unskilled labor that Is available. This 
Is one of the arguments advanced In 
favor of tlie unrestricted Immigration 
of Chinese, and it Is the only one that 
luus tho semblance of reason in it. To 
combat it tho Colonist has urged and 
will continue to urge, that tlio un- 
skilled labor, without which tho coun- 
try cannot pnogross, shall ho procured 
in Europe, and we claim that the 
skilled workmen of tho Dominion 
ought to be as active as any ono elso 
in seeking to bring' about such a so- 
lution of tho labor difficulty. 

W'e gave above the wages liutt aro 
paid In the Capo Breton mines. In 
British Columbia tho rate Is higher. 
Thus miners In this province get from 
$:> to Sli.SO a day, and some of them 
make even more than the larger sum, 
laborers in mines are paid from $2.50 
to $3.50; Chinese, Japanese and Hin- 
dus get from $1.35 to $1.50.

A lengthy meeting of the board of 
trade, at which were discussed several 
matters of consklerablo Iniporlanee 
was held yesterday afternoon. Among 
the subjects brought to the attention 
of the mombers were the labor ahort- 
age, the Coasting Lawl, Lord's Daj' 
Obscirvunce and the protection of fruit 
trees, the lust mentioned subject bo 
ing bront'lu up by Fruit Inspector 
Cunningham who waa present and de- 
ll\-eied a short but very IntcrestlnB 
add roMs. 

The labur .shortage question was in- 
troduced by ,vld. Hendurson, chalnnan 
of the special coinirilltye of the board 
uppolntod ut tho last ineoUng- to mako 
an InveHtltfatiou into conditions. Aid. 
Henderson wa.s unablo to report nuich 
progress and stnted that the work of 
the committee had not been a.s satls- 
lactory as had. been, expected,— iiii.s 
through no fault of the rhembers, but 
on account of the prevailing ^ajiathv 
-shown on the subject. He accoi-d- 
ingl.v moved that tho matter be taken 
ironi the hands of the committee. This 
however, tho board decided not to do 
do and ihu whole subject, vvas..j-et;erred 
bai.'k to tho conunittee for a furtlier re- 
port at tho next inonthly meeting. 

"v^,'e l.ssued notices ;.OTing to got the 
infuniiation reriulred," -said Aid. ilen- 
dursiin in du.-'crlblng the work of tho 
cinnnilttee, — ■■but we dlil not moot 
with the respuiise that we expected. 
We reoelvtd a number of letters on 
the subject, but nunc of them were 
satlsfaotoi'y, and we could not get at 
the facts to correctly guage the con- 
dition of affairs. The status of a 
committee of this board of trade is 
hardly authoritative enough to K,et In- 
tnnnatian from all OV^r^lHs province, 
and under the" circilmstahce's we 
ihcniod It indiscreet to make anj- 
recommendations. From the very na- 
ture of the evidence procural,)le, wo 
found It Impossible to inak-.' any con- 
clusions of !i practical nature. 

Akl. Henderson gave it I'o be under- 
stood that in h.ls ot)inli>n the matter 
was one for the consideration of tho 
governnient and stateil that he 
thought that the cabinet slioulil bo re- 
quistod t'o appoint a Koyul Commis- 
sion til ln\'estlgate the dranh of labcu'l 
"The attempt of tht; beard of trade 
to deal with tho matter has developed 
some opposition," .laid he, "and I think 
with good grounds too. Personally I 
should like to see the investigation 
taken over by a Royal CommisslDn. 
Such a commission would have a 
greater power and aTithorUy than any 
that could bo appointed by this l,)oard, 
and would be in a position to ascer- 
tain truly the condition of affairs." 

Considerable discussion followed tho 
report of the special coinniilteo, and 
numerous opinions were expressed on 
the matter. In the course of this dis- 
cussion It was called to the attention 
of the bOftrd that tho labor shortage 
question had beeq deiUt Avllh b,v,,thu 
Vancouver board of trade, and tlial a 
copy of a resolution passed by that 
boily had been forwarded to the local 
board.

All Over the World by Scot- 
land Yard, Detectives 



The Winnipfig T'ribniio in its issuoof 
Saturday last liacl Uie following ro- 
garcllng the arrest of Henry Doiiglns 
jVnderson, chargccl with robbing tlio 
Bank of ISnglaiid, ii brief announce- 
ment of -whlLii was contained in the 
Colonist despatches the other diiy: 

'Sought for by the jjolico In all 
quarters of the globe, Henry Doiujjasi 
Anderson, of .^lanclic.ster, ' England, I 
was arre.sted last night by Uh!in' K. J.\ 
Elliott and Alexander M'addell, of Do-, 
minion city, cliarged with stealing 
from the Bank of Kngland tlie sum of 
?o,-105. 

The accused was last night arrested 
at a farm house owned by Samuel 
Joiios, twelve milos from Dominion 
City. The accused was employed in 
the Bank of Englan(^ in Majpphcster, 
I2nglan4i' occupying • a. confidential 
position wliich put into'^lils hands the 
handling: of a - consltlerable. amount of 
jnonej?'. 

A Trusted Official. 

Hi v.as co.i.-lviered by thti.Uank ofn- 
clala an (jmployco worthy ' of tholr 
confld'ence and in conseaucuco was 
given .more froerlnm than was usually 
allowed i:ianlv oini)l<"iyeeH. 

]t is alleged that in August last An- 
derson, unworthy of the confidence 
plHcetl in him, took the sum of $5,405 
and left for Canada to engage in farm- 
ing. The theft was. It i.s said, clev- 
erly carried out and was not discov- 
ered for some time. 

The theft as far as can bo learnod, 
war carried out somewhat In this 
Wise. 

Aa Is customary In English banks 
the bank has n number of bags of 
gold, containing soveroigns, and half 
sovereigns, weighed out so that when 
a customer requires so much money 
In gold, the Viimk :iuthoritics always 
have amounts ready to l)o liand^d out 
Without having to count the amount. 
Substituted Copper for Gold. 

It is said that Anderson who was 
familiar with tho business methods of 
the bank, saw at once an opiiortunity 
to steal from the ba»k, resign his i)03l- 
tion and get away before? llie liieft 
was discovered. To carry <nit his plan 
he substituted bjigs containing luiit- 
pennics. for tlie l>ags containing tho 
gold. Mo succepilf.'d in Ills ijlot. secur- 
ing over .£ 1,001) wiucli he had 
changed to Bank of England notes 
valued £5 each, and then left his 
home for Canada. In August, 1906, tiio 
bank authorities discovered tho theft 
owing to a customer who had asked j 
for a bag of gold, after I'o had left 
the bank discovering that he had got 
copper money Instead of gold. An in- 1 
vestlgation was at oiice st!,i t?*d, witli | 
the result that the bank's loss was dis- j 
covered and -Xnciei-son was nowlu'rcj 
to be found. i

Ill t'amulu the Hank uf ."Montreal, 
acting on bellaU' of tlie ILUink of ICiig- 
land, sent out instructions to every 
post througlioul the Dondnlou. 

The liaiik auiliDrities In tlieir letter 
slated tliat tlie.\ had reason t<>>beUeve 
that tho alleged defaulter had loft for 
t'anada to engage in farming and ask- 
ed that lie be arrested at any co«t. 
Tho letter said that Anderson was 
siiiipost'd to be in possession of a large 
miiiiber of ,t; iiank of England notos, 
(lah^il Scptenilier 7, 190.'), and gave the 
nuinlMji- of the bills. 

Tile police of tlie Dominion were on 
the alert but not until last night were 
their elTorts rewarded, when Chief 
Eiilon and Detect ive Waddell ' landed 
tiieir man, a man sought all over the 
world. The chief of the provincial 
police yesterday secured Information 
that led him to believe that tho 
"wanted" man ■ was hear Domlnlori 
City and he' left fbr there vvith a "war-i 
rant for his arrest. At midnight th<i 
chief arrested Anderson,, who did not 
deny that'hn was the man mo'ition'od 
in tile warrant. 

No resistance was made, and llie ac^ 
cused man, handcuffed, was driven to 
Dominion City, and tliere bronglu on 
a train into tiie city and lodged in llie 
provincial jail to answer to tlie seri- 
ous charge of tiieft of 55,100 froni the 
banl5^.. ; 
; The Hjstory of Crime, 

Tii'e history of the accused from the 
tlnie of the alleged theft until ills ar- 
rest l3 a somewhat interesting one, 
and goes to show what a daring thief 
may do and still go undetected for 
several months. , 

The allqgcd theft tookiplacq last Au- 
gust. The accused then desiguod his 
position in tiic bank and left for Can- 
ada to engage in farming, arriving in 
(-'anada early In Septemlicr. After a 
pleasant time spent i" the east, during 
wliicli time money flowed freely, ho 
left for the west, goin.g as far as Bat- 
tleford. Some time was spent In BjU- 
lieford, and tiieii Anderson left for 
Victoria, .spending some months in 
that cltj", liaving a good time. 

Longing for home, Anderson next 
bad the daring to cross the continent 
and rc-vlstt England. All this time a 
warrant was out for his arrest and tho 
ablest detectives of two continent.-) 
were seeking for liim. Notwithstand- 
ing this fact lie escaped detection, am) 
alli-r living in England for some time 
lie ;igain left for (.'anaiia, reacliing 
.Alaiiltolia. h ss than six weeks a.go. 

In Winnipeg he sloijped at the Im- 
perial liotel, and is said to have had 
several driniis witli a member o( tlie 
city detective force wlio had a war- 
rant for his apprehenMlon. 

Hecoining tired of Winnipeg, and 
having a longing for countr.v life, 
tliree weeks ago Anderson engaged to 
work with Samuel Jones at Dominion. 
City, where he was ultimately arrest- 
ed, owing to tho alertness of Chief El- 
liott and Ills men. 

The accused man, who baffled the 
police until last night, has his homo in 
i'd.ancliestcr, Kngland, where a wife 
and four children wait to share his 
probable disgrace. 

The Accused. 

Tho accused man Is 40 years of age, 
live foot eiglit inclie?? in height, witii 
darlt brown hair, with a pale cemplex- 
loii. delicate ioidiing and walits with 
a slight stooj). lie is a man who lias 
e\-ldeiil!.\ been well educated, and one 
wiio would In tlie ordinary way in- 
spire cdulidi'iico. Tile causi' of hl-« 
alleged downfall is nut su far liiiown 
in Can-'idn, but it Is lliouglit lo be tho 
old stoiw of g,-Lnii)llng on liorse races.

Scotland Yard Detoctivos, 

it is not geiierall.v known (hat tv.'o 
nieinliers of the secret service from 
Scotland Yard liave been in Winnipeg 
for some time endeavoring to locate 
Anhderspn, but the honor of the arrest 
rests with tho local provincial police.

Prospects Excesoingiy Bright — 
Over 2,000 Applications for 
Men From Farmers 



Major Chas. w. Creighton, Immigra- 
tion officer of the Salvation Army, In- 
terviewed at Winnipeg on Saturday by 
a Tribune reinirler, gave hls oplntoji 
that tiie Immigration to Canada from 
the British Isles this spring would bo 
very large. 

"Kor many years now," he said, "the 
Salvation. Army, on a small scale, has 
been helping people to other lands, 
but in those later years the matter has 
been taken up in earnest, until the 
Arnij-'s emigration work has assumed 
largo proportions, and Is likely to do 
far greater things than we have over 
dreamed of. 

"Wo m-a now starting on our tliird 
year's work. lJuriiig the llrst two years 
We liave brought upwards of 20,000 
new settlers to this our l^and of Pro- 
mise, and this year we are hoping to 
bring out, not only as many a.s we 
liave brouglit from tin; iiieeiJlion of 
the movement, Init li.'j.OOO uini-e. 

Selection of Immigrants. 

"Tiiese iuiiiiigrunts were selected 
out of no fewer than upwards of a 
iiuiidred thousand aiipilcanls. 

".Special attention has been given to 
tin.' euiigraiiiiii or families, lii.leoii llio 
m.-ijorily of lli.- s\i-\\ settlers are coni- 
iKi.'j'i.Mi of faniilli.;;. Our system of mar- 
ginal loans— whieli is the difference 
between wiiat the colonists can raise 
ilioin.ioh ( s and the cost of transpor- 
tation and landing expenses — have 
made It possible for us to emigrate 
a class which la In great demand in 
this country, and which Is most ac- 
ceptable, viz.: families and domestic 
servants. During tlio past few months 
repaynients of loans from these neo- 
plo have been coming In at the rate of 
$1,000 per month. 

Sonio still hold to the notion tliat 
the people the Army bring to tills land 
are ^^astrels, but thosi> who do so are 
only an isolated few. There is ;in old 
saying, "Xone are so blind as those 
who won't see." and tlie people who 
still give expression to tlie statement 
that it is the submerged the Army are 
bringing here, are surely among this 
class. As a matter of fact, the number 
of unsultables, to date, are so few as 
to be an astonishment to ourselves, 
and tho success goes to stamp the se- 
lection, giildanca, and dlstrlbutioii 
work of tho emigration officers of tlie 
.Army as being firstclass. Wo shall 
do belter yet; In fact, the whole v.ork 
will — nay, iias — become (pilte .a sci- 
ence, and the eulogy of eminent 
statesmen, tiiat the Army emigration 
work is the very best kind of emigra- 
tion work that has come under their 
notice, Is more than. Justllled. 

Few Undesirables. 

"Xotwilhstanding tho fact that dur- 
ing each season tile Ijoniliiioii govorii- 
nii'.nt li.is, for years past, found it ne- 
cessary to deport a large number of 
undesirable Ininilgrants, only nineteen 
have been deported out of a total of 
nearly 20,000 persons who were 
brought out under our ausiilees. It 
should not be overioob.ed that our of- 
tlcers all ovi>r tho country liave gen- 
eral instructions to leport to us any 
undesinil)le inimigr;yits who may 
come under their notice, so that the 
unsatisfactory ones may be il.-ait with 
by tho Dominion autlunities. 

Chartering Boats. , 

"Tho Army has chartered many 
boats to iu-ing immigrants to Canada 
this spring, ;uid tlie first of tiiese left 
the old country on tlie 2Sth of l"eb- 
ruary last. \S'e e.xp.'ci about 1,100 of 
these immigrants will arrive In Win- 
nipeg next v.eek. 

"The chartering of vessels, under 
Salvation Army direction and man- 
agement has proved to be not only 
a common-sense way of doing tho 
work, but a very popular one. The 
piople like these ships, because nn 
them lliose things are proliibited 
wlilcli cause difficulties on board other 
vessels, while tiiere are S. .\. officers 
on board, wliose whole duty it is to 
look after them when they are down- 
hearted provide them with amuse- 
ments, loidc after tho children, bring 
comfort in limes of sorrow, and help 
in times of sickness. 

Pay Their Own l^ares. 

"The majority of those new settlers 
pay tholr own fares, and are simply 
under the care of the Army. The 
greater proiiorlion, 1 should say, have 
had exrierience in farm life. These 
lie(Ji)le \vlll go out on fiirms for the 
first year, .'iiid alri'aily we have over 
:;,000 apiiilc.itioiis from Wi>sterii farm- 
ers Cor these iiu'ii, wlio offer wages 
ranging from to iSu per monlli. Xot 
a few will go out to our colony near 
TIsdaie. .Sasiiateliewan, on the Can- 
adian Xoi'tliern iiillway, and wlilch 
came into existence during the year 
under review. This colony Is as yet In 
Its infancy, still ' It gives;, promise of 
success, and Is likely to teach us val- 
uable lessons In this kind of work. 

"There have been many obstacles In 
the way, which Is but incidental to all 
new undertakings, and there is the 
fact llic col-onisiM did not get to work 
until ,Iuly; yet in spite of all these ob- 
sl.'icles houses have lieou erected on 
the land for the cidoiiists to live in: 
sulfleieiit S(?rub has been cleared to 
:rllo:v each settlcu- to have under crop 
iwenly acres of wheat, ten acres of 
oats, and twenty .acres of liay for the 
harvest of I'JOT. Wilh reasonable care 
Iho follnwln.g year should have more 
than double this. It is not loo iiiucii to 
expect that in the course of a few 
years' time those people will be well 
on their feet. 

"This succss has been brought 
about, by- having placed at the disposal 
of the colonists capital to help them 
over the Initial stages — which is, of 
course, to be repaid- — co-oporatlon in 
tlie lie;;lnnlng, and the wise oversight 
ell expeuienced officers. 

'•'i'his i.i not a Salvation Army col- 
,:)iiy, pure and s^nide, for it is being 
■vvorked In conjunetloii witii a. company 
llKit owns th(^ land and is (Indine- tlie 
liiiaiice. AVhal liie future may ludd for 
the Salvation Army in liiis special eol- 
oiilzatlou work 11 is dilflcult to prenllct. 
Pleasing Featurs, 

"One of the most ideasing f(>;ilures, 
how.^ver, Is tlio chll'Iren. 'I'liere are 
distributed between tlie Iwenly fami- 
lies on tile colony upivartls of eigiity 
children, v.diom 1 recently had an op- 
])orlunlly of nieimn.g, and a. more heal- 
thy, robust, vl.gm'ous lot I liavo never 
seen. At tlie llmo 1 was tiiere no sick- 
ness had been repoi'ted. I iittrlbute this 
lo th(- healthy conditions under wliich 
they live, the magnlllcont climate, and 
tho wholeeomo food given to, thorn. I 
could not help but think \yhat might 
Ibo done -with tho.'huiidreds of- th^u.i- 
ands of 'Children In the Old Land, who 
nre sickly-' and, weak, If they could •l;>ut 
bo transplanted lo this place, and 



brought up under similar conditions. 
Here Is an opportunity for a milllon- 

alro who desires-- to do soanethlng for 
tho poop e and for tho empire. He 
would erect a monument tlmt wouhl 
bo far more enduring than If Put uti 
in tho form of a statue or a building. 



VANCOUVER CIVIL ASSIZES. 

His Lordship the Chief Justice Presid- 
ing at 8essloni.,Whioh Opened 
. on Tiiesdoy. ' f 

Tho Civil As'alSie Court fpr the. spring 
sittings opened In the court house 
yesterday morning,' with Chief Justice 
Hunter on th« bench. 

The list of cases to be heard is very 
long and the sittings promise to bo 
protracted, many of them being jury 
trials. 

Refore actual business was begun n 
number of cases were postponed, some 
by request were given special places 
on tlie list, while in most instances the 
counsel for and against the causes to 
bo dealt with signified tholr readiness 
to proceed. It was nearly noon before 
tho first case was actually caUeci, viz., 
iMcLood vs. McLauglilin, wlilch Pj prob- 
ably tho record case for damages over 
held In British Columbia, the amount 
nominated being $800,000. 

Mr. Allan McLeod, of 'Vanoouver, Is 
tho plaintiff, and has brought suit 
against Mr. Charles K. JIcLaughliii, 
of Columbus, Ohio, on the ground that 
the contract between them .was broken 
without adequate grounds, and that tiie 
sum referred to approximates the 
amount he would have mnde lia.d the 
agreement been fulfilled.

CANADIAN MINING INSTITUTE. 

Growth of Industry Explained by In- 
teresting Address by President. 

The opening scs!.don of tl'.e annual 
meeting of tb-- foiiofiian :MinliiK Iii.stl- 
tute took place lodtiy at. tin; King 
Kdward Molel, says the Toronto Tele- 
gram of JMarcli <,t!i. MinliiK men iit- 
tended from till parts of the country.

Presldi.mt .Smith In his address i^tive 
a Kencr;il review of the gTOwtli of the 
minliiB Industry during the liisl nftoen 
yetirs, and connected the FYench re- 
gime of 260 years ago with the present 
bpncflt.'j of the institution. I Ho touched 
upor> the urgent ! necessity, of .mining 
legislation, in the various provinces, 
that would have a tendency lo build 
up rather tliaii pull down the v.-iat In- 
rosta of the mliilns men. lie gave a 
summary (.if tliL- output of ilie past 
year.

Tho decrease in the former 
is due to the continued failing off In 
the output of the Yukon placers which 
reached a maximum production in 
1900. while for iiotroloum the decreased 
ontiuil probably Indicates a' tendency 
towards the worlting out of some of 
tlie older fields.

And yol, when It came to a survey, 
the surveyors employed took all the 
best land in the dlslrlel and left the 
province very little tliat Is ot any ac- 
count. As soon as a rullwtty comes 
anywhere near it, yes-, as soon as the 
ijrand Tiunk I'acilVc starts construc- 
tbm In the jirovlnce thai tract will bo 
worth at least $20,000,000, which will 
be another $19,250,000 Iho province will 
have on the debit sitle against the Do- 
minion. 

"It is trui? that when settlers get in 
British Columbia will be able to tax 
the lands after patents have been is- 
sued hy the Dominion, but, for many 
years it will take all the revenue de- 
rived to build roads, to administer 
jusliee and the civil service, tiiid more 
too. 

"1 do not see how <'veii the 'solid 
seven,' tliat we iniglit now call 'silent' 
can keep their iiiuuths sliul and not 
do sometiiinK for P.ritlsii Columbia 
nov,-. The provlnclii! unl-'ersity is cer- 
tainly a good thing and, under tiio ex- 
celitioiuil coudilioiis in-esoiiL in the 
Iirovinco, deserving of federal assist- 
ance, and a grant of even tho whole 
ot this Peace River land would not 
affect the flnoncea of the Dominion to 
the extent of a dollar. All the funds 
derived from their sale will be so much 
'found money." The return of this land 
to provincial control might go a long 
way to settli' the' iiiiesllon of better 
terms.

VISITED NANAIMO 

Provlnoia! Fruit Inspeotor Cunning' 
ham Takes Lool< Oyer. Orchards. 

Thos. Cunningham, provincial fruit 
Inspector, was In the city for a short 
time today, taking reports from Mr. 
McLaren, who is at present inspecting 
ail the fruit trees in the city and giv 
Ing remedies recommended for the 
destruction of insects, peats and dis 
cases, says the Nanalmo Free Press 
of Wednesday. 

The present work In Nanaimo is 
part of a vigorous campaign that is 
being carried on throughout the prov 
ince by the iirovincial government to 
improve and maintain tlie high stand- 
ard of Crllish Columbia fruit. Just 
at present eight experienced fruit men 
are working on tho Island and they 
will be reinforced in a few days by 
four more. 

Mr. Cunningham will spend consid- 
erable time on tho Island superintend- 
ing this worlc. 

■■] have come in no antagonistic 
mood, but rather to iielp you," says 
Mr. Cunningham, "lo get the best re 
suits from your orchards." 

He finds that Kanalmo Is particu 
larly free from most of the virulent 
types of diseases peculiar to fruit trees 
such as codling moth and Son Joao 
scale. There is, liowevcr, especially In 
this city, a large number of trees In 
focted with oyster shell scale. Fruit 
iiifectod with this scale is debarred 
admittance Into the markets of the 
lirovlnce, nnd consofiuently it is only 
right that home grown fruit similarly 
.'ifCected should not be sold. In view 
of thi.s the provincial government has 
i.ssued strict instructions whlcli will 
be carried out to the letter, that all 
fruit trees so affected, If not treated 
with a reliablo spray ri^coinmended. 
shall be cut down. Mr. McLaren, who 
has been in this city several days, has 
notified many people of tho diseased 
condition of their trees, and so far tho 
people, desirous of giving every aid to 
tho industry, havi; compiled with the 
roguiations. In some cases tho trees 
lire so old thiit it Is not wortli whili 
to treat them. In that case the loss is 
little. 

The Inspector says that as good 
fruit as anywhere on the co.asl can be 
grown herc', and be does not see why 
more attei/llon Is not luii.d lo this 
prolltaljlo industry. At jiresent n.ative 
grown apiiles are Helling in Vancou- 
ver al $2.50 a box. and in the last two 
W(M>ks six carloads of Washington 
fruit has been Imiiorted into that city. 

Mr. Cunningham says that he has 
grown $3,500 worth of frult'Off of four 
acres, and as much 'asl $1,100 wopth- of 
strawberries off .of one acre; -Judged by 
that comparison with- prices the same 
as they used to ibe, he thinks that the 
Five Acre Lots should be money mak- 
ers for their vOwnors. Theohost results 
cannotr however, be attained unless 
very strict attention bo given lo tho 
destruction of tho various pests which 
tr6es.are subjeo^^ to, and which reriuire 
constant watchlne.

There was some 
discussion upon the wisdom of allow- 
ing sub-section C of section H to 
stand, it read as follows: 

"Persons who have resideil in and 
whose menus of li\-elillood has iieen 
the practice of veterinary medicine foi- 
se\ en eiinl Iniii-ius years in this pro- 
vince imniedl;itely in-ecedlng the pass- 
ing of this act shall be entitled lo be 
registered." 

Some members wishetl the term 
mentlom^d to hf .-iltered to two years.

New York, uMarch 1-1. — \^■all strei't opened 
in a turmoil of e.xeltenient today, and a nor 
inaklaff a uionientarj- Htand aKnlnst weak- 
ness, broke the nulet j-enorally. Individ- 
tuil stocks were iniloadcd at rapid deellnes, 
Indicatlnj; the continuance of forced Jkinl- 
datlon. 

'J'he stnigRla between the opposing forces 
at the oijeniug was fttlninlated i>y news 
from London, where a sharp rebound had 
occurred after a period of extreme nervous- 
ness, and the announcement of two fail- 
ures. The suppo.«ltion that the worst was 
thus disclosed at that centre prompted 
some aggrphSlve supjiort at the opening 
here, and some leadlag snperlntive stocks 
started one to two pqlnts above Inst nlshl.

D. & 'H., 5%; Atlantic Const Line and 
Sugar, .3; Brooklyn Transit, 2%; ■ Pressed 
Steel, 5; Northnrn Pacific, a>4. and mnny 
active stocks 1 to 3 points. 

The stocks which opened hie'ber were 
swept off the lower levels with the general 
list.

The step wa?,. taken on tlie reconi- 
mendatldh of Water Commissioner 
Kaymur, who hRs; submlttod sovc. al 
reports bearing '^n .'the matter to the 
board; and who last evening appoar-d 
In person before "the aldermen. That 
the iiumps would be necessary was de- 
cided some time ago, and nl; tho last 
meeting of the council Mr. Raymur 
presented a report recommending that 
they be run by electricity. There ha.-). 
It appears, howov^n-, been some differ- 
ence of ojiiniou In this regard, tuid 
on motion of Aid;- Vincent It was do- 
clded to call lor liniders for both elec- 
trical and steam pumps, the council not 
yet binding theiuKeives down to elllier 
one type In preference to tho other. 

Mr. Raymur declareil .strongly in 
favor of electrical powe.-. .stating that 
In tho kvint of Are this would be far 
better than steam. Should the pumps 
be run by electricity, he pointed out 
that It would be possible to start them 
up at a moment's notice, while steam 
pumpB would take some time to got 
going. This was particularly advan- 
tageous In tho ca.so of tho pumps at 
the lake, whlcli would only be re- 
fftulrod to nth during a few hour.s in 
tlie niorniuK and evening, and never 
for more than ten hours a day. lie 
admitted that steam power wotild be 
clieuijor, but that, as was sugKested by 
Aid. Vincent, It would be possible to 
secure the steaui machinery more 
speedily than the electrlctil he denlerl. 

Tho larger of the two puinp" It is 
planned to place at the intake of the 
twelve-Inch main for the purpose of 
Increasing the power in the city sys- 
tem. Such a pump as ho had in his 
mind, he reported would be capable 
of pumping 2,000,000 gallons a da v. 
and would cost In the neighborhood of
